Hat there was 
cronble at the dinner table, too, for every 
jue of those quarrelsome sous was deter- 
mined to sit at tlie head of the table. So 
the old father had a perfectly round table 
made, ami every one was just as far 
from the center as every one elsi'.

age requires a slick and so totters upon 
three legs. . The sphinx, enraged at the 
discoU'i-y of her riddle, threw herself 
from a rock and died.

Such is Ihc fabled history of the first 


riddle. The true is not known, as riddles 
are of remote antiquity, but we iiml from 
L'jiitatvh ami in bis days the Creek girls 
often amused themselves with proposing 
them for their companions to unravel. For 
a parly of merry people clustered round 
a cheerful flickering tire no amusement 
is better calculated than a batch of enig- 
mas and riddles, as they possess enough 
point to rivet the attention of all «s to 
their probable meaning and suilicieat hu- 
mor to provoke many a hearty laugh.

small squares will last a lifetime for simi- 
lar cases. These pieces may be heated 
and tucked around uny portion of the 
body the patient may desire. They will 
hold heat a long time and will produce a 
comfort that nothing else can, besides in- 
diuiiug sleep, as a comfortable warmth in- 
variably will. A covering of this sort will 
protect and case a larger surface than 
can be reached by any hot water bag or 
other such appliance, besides having little 
or no weight, and this, to the sufferer, 
means much. 


When a patient is not confined to bed, 


hot water applications are excellent to 
draw out inflammation, but no wet cloth 
sliould ever be used on a patient in bed j v-' 
unless the cloth is well protected by oil 
silk. Even then it is well to remember 
that hot, wet cloths retain their heat but 
a short time and that it is heat, not mois- 
ture, that quiets pain.—Clara Burgh in 
American Queen.

Legislative Enactment Conferred Full
